GET 2 YEARS EACH 


FOR BELOIT THEFT 


Former Local Youths to Green Bay 


for Robbery of Laundry—Third 


Aid is Held at Madison. 


Clifford Heck and Harold' Bouchard, 
two well known Janesville youths, 
have started to serve terms of two 
vears each in the Green Bay reforma- 
tory for the theft of $155 from the Be- 
loit Steam laundry. They were sen- 
tenced by Judge Clark in the Beloit 
municipal court. Another youth, Ar- 
thur Danks, also known here, an ac- 
cessory in the robbery, is being held 
at Madison on a larceny charge, and 
for impersonating an officer.

The robbery is 
the first Heck is 
known to be guilty of and neither the 
police of this city nor of Beloit have 
had trouble with him before. Bou- 
chard, on the other hand, has a. long 
'and checkered record and according 
to what the police here say, is a 
"snowbird." 
He is a circus, carnival 
and county fair follower, a magazine 
man and a petty srafter. 


Bouchard was really the leader of 
the trio. He was previously arrested 
for the theft but was ordered discharg- 
ed 
bv District Attorney Stanley G. 
Dunwfddie U.'cause evidence against 
him was not strong enough to warrant 
ihis being kept in custody. It was only 
when Detective Jack Diamond of Be- 
loit got to Danks, knowing him to be 
a companion of the Frenchman, that 
the lad "sqiieeled" to save himself.

CRONIN IS UPHELD 


IN COURT DECISION 


Supreme Court Finds That Part of 


Belolt Avenue'Encroaches Upon 


His Land. 


The supreme court of Wisconsin 
has decided, in effect, that the east- 
erly part of Beloit avenue, between 
Springbrook bridge and Eastern ave- 
1 nue was never legally laid out and 
that the city and the street railways 
are trespassing 
upon 
the lands of 
Lawrence Cronin. 
The decision was rendered in the 
case instituted by Mr. Cronin against 
the Janesville Traction company and 
Rockford .& Interurban Railway com- 
pany to recover damages for alleged 
trespass. 
It seems these companies 
placed 
their 
tracks 
in the street 
•where directed by the city authorities. 
Mr. Cronin claimed that he owns a 
Bart of the land which the authorities 
designated as Beloit avenue. The su- 
preme court upheld his contention. 
According to the decision, however, 
he mistook his remedy,, but the court 
instructed him how to proceed against 
the Janesville Traction company. The 
interurban' company 
was held not 
liable. 
He jnay institute condemna- 
tion proceedings to recover his dam- 
ages unless a settlement is reached. 
According to the record a portion 
of the Springbrcok bridge is on ''Mr. 
Cronin's land, and he threatens ac- 
tion against 
the 
city. One of two 
courses is open to the Mayor and City 
Commission. 
The city may buy the 
necessary land paying Mr. Cronin s 
price, or i* may begin action to con- 
demn, pay-Jig whatever sum may be 
fixed by commissioners appointed by 
the circuit court.
